Muffled, nervous peo- 
ple, a rough board shed bedecked with 
bunting, opening on a snow covered 
field, and a shaft of marble as clean, sim- 
ple and towering as the character of the 
mau it commemorates were elements of 
the early scenes. 


After the distinguished assemblage 


was complete Colonel Thomas L. Corey 
presented the monument to the presi- 
dent, and in a neat way Mr. Arthur on 
behalf of the government accepted the 
gilt, 
In assuming the position of pre- 


siding officer of the day Senator Sher- 
man made a splendid speech and paid 
high tribute to the great soldier and 
statesman whom the event commemo- 
rated. 


The gavel used was one prepared for 


and used by OWL Washington as grand 
master prolem in laying the corner stone 
of tbe national capitol on Sept. 18th, 
1793. 


Looking at the assembled multitude, 


troops, bands aud gay colors, the soene 
was grand.

national music and the closing cere- 
monies of the Masons were majestic.

plies to now. This truth, more than any 
other, has been burned deep intomysonf. 
It contains both a terrible threat and a 


iluwed promise. If there is any skeptio 
lere I want particularly to call his atten- 
tion to this text: "Whatsr«ver a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap." Look 
at the life history of any man and you 
will nnd this to be so. It is God's eter- 
nal decree; His fixed law. Yontsaying 
that the text is not true doea not change 
its truth. There are men now in this 
congregation who are reaping what they 
have sowed. Gathering in a crop of 
woe and misery planted in sin, Don't 
deceive yourself In this matter. There 
•n't a man here to-night bnt whose 
beart and brain sometimes deceives him, 
but God never deceives. The god of 
this world is a deceiver but the God of 
the, bible never can deceive. 
To-night I call yonr attention to sow- 


ing and reaping. I don't usually go on 
to divide my text into parts. Generally 
when I do I wander away from the 
parts. I want to be free to roam in 
thought where the spirit takes me* but 
to-night I am going to divide my 
text 
this _ way: 
First, 
man 
ex- 


pects 
to ' reap 
what 
he sows. 


Second. He expects to reap the same 
kind of seed. Third. 
He expects to 


reap more; than he sowed, and, fourth, 
he expects to reup big resulta from what 
he sows. . 


Man sows in hope. 
Some persons 


here have spent three or four years iu 
learning a trade; they didn't earn a boy's 
wages during this time, bnt they were 
sowing for the future, and looked forward 
to the time when they could reap the 
harvest. 
Some men here went through 


the halls of learning to fit them- 
selves for a professional 
life. 
It 


cost them money to get an education, 
Take the physician for instance. For 
two or three yean, perhaps, after he 
bangs out his shingle, he don't make ex- 
pences. But he is sowing seed for the 
future reaping. 
The merchants • buy 


goods aud stock their stores to reap the 
profits. In all these avocations men ex- 
pect to reap the kind of seed sowed. If 
I told you that I sowed potatoes nud 
reaped tomatoes, yon would langh, 
[laughter,] or if I told yon I sowed bar- 
ley aud reaped rye, yon would not be- 
lieve it. A man don't learn the black 
smith 
trade and expect to make 


watohes, or leara the watchmaking trade 
and expect to make shoes. Neither does 
a man study law and practice medicine. 
So you will find all through the Bible, 
Gud makes men reap the kind of seed 
have have sowed. 


I will give yon two illustrations: 


was Jacob. Now notice that the law is not 
only for the ungodly, it is for the godly 
as well. 
God punishes and reward* ac- 


cording to the deedsdone. Men will rend 
* chapter of Jacob's life and say: "It's u 
strange God Jacob had," But if they 
would read the who)e history of Jacob's 
life they wouldn't see anything strung.'. 
You remember about Jacob deceiving 
his father, representing himself as Esau. 
Jacob was a bright youth, but he was 
coveteous; he was dishonest; his old 
father was blind, and Jacob set about to 
deceive him aud dbtaiu the blessing and 
birthright that belonged to Esau. So 
he went out aud killed a young kid, 
and ho 
put tho 
skin over 
his 


hand tuid arms, 
and 
his 
mother 


prepared a nice dish of soup and Jacob 
took it in to tho old man and knelt be- 
side him and asked for his blessing, Tho 
old man thought tho voice didn't sound 
like Esau's, but when ho felt the. hairy 
hands and arms he 'thought this surely 
must be Esau, and he gave the blessing 
t*> Jacob, By fraud Jacob got the blesn- 
ing. He stole it. Mark you now, Jacob 
hud to" reap what he sowed.

Tears for his wife, he was deceived. He 
deceived his father aud his father-in-law 
deceived him. Go on farther and yon 
will find that when Jacob grew up iu 
years aud had twelve children lie had 
trouble. He hod a favorite son. He 
loved Joseph more thau his brothers. 
This made the other boys jealous and 
they grew to hate Joseph. They said 
among 
themselves 
that 
if 
they 


could 
get 
Joseph 
out 
of 
the 


way their father would^Jpay more 
attention to them. Of course, Jacob did 
wrong in making a favorite of Joseph. 
Yon take a family to-day and if the par- 
ents love one child more than others, 
there is discord 
and envy aud bick- 


erings in that family. . Parents who do 
this are guilty of a crime towards their 
children. Well, the brothers conspired 
to kill Joseph and get him out of the 
way. 
One day Jacob gave Joseph a 


handsome coat of many colois. Joseph 
was proud ofitaud went out into the fields 
to show it to his brothers. Then their 
sleeping wrath was roused to fury and 
they conspired to kill him, so they fell 
upon him and beat him and threw his 
body in a hole, and they took his coat of 
many colors and dipped it in the blood 
of a kid, they killed for that purpose and 
took it to the old man and told him Jo- 
seph had been killed by a wild beast, 
and a wail of ogouy rose to heaven from 
Jacob's broken heart.

ciety. The mealiest meu in the world 
are those who will take a woman's virtue 
under the promise of marriage; who will 
sednoo a woman by lyiug promises. 
Such meu think because they are not 
punished hi this world they

will 
be. 
Do not 
flatter 
your- 


self 
that there is no punishment. 


A God of equity will deal out retribution 
io the libertine. Do yon believe that 
God is going to allow a man to seduce a 
womau and then laugh at her prayers 
for reparation. I sometimes think there 
are two hells and when I remember the 
crimes of the lilwrtine I thiuk one is a 
thousand times worse thau the other. 
(Laughter.) Don't langh at this. 
I 


don't mean it as a pleasantry. I mean 
it as a serious foot that will be painfully 
realized in eternity. 


Now, 
if HUT man could escape punish- 


ment it was David. 
He was the king— 


the ruler. 
No one could question bun. 


There 'was no policeman or constable 
who dare arrest him, or auy court tint 
darn try him if he was arrested. Bnt a 
Nathan crossed his path one day— a man 
sent from God, and when he said in 
thunder tones to David. "Thou art the 
man," he confessed all. Then Nathan told 
David that as a punishment woe olid sor- 
row should be in his family; that his 
children should reap tha harvest he had 
sown. Aud that prophecy was realized. 
His beloved daughter became an adult- 
eress. David broke the law of God and 
lie suffered tho penalty. His own son, 
Absalom, drove him from his kingdom, 
And when the news of Absalom's tragic 
death was brought to David he lifted up 
his voice iu lament and said: "Oh, 
Absalom!

If I,sell your sons liquor 
aud make them drunkards, men will sell 
my sons liquor and make them drunk- 
ards. I remember a man who kept a 
tavern, whose son I envied. He woe 
bright and talented and had all the ad- 
vantages that his father's wealth could 
give him. In tho same town there was 
a poor widow who also hod an oply. sou 
who was her sole support. He was- a 
bright boy and addicted to the use of 
liquor. The widow went to the tavern 
of the wealthy man and begged him not 
to sell . her son liquor. He laughed at 
her. What was the result? The widow's 
sou iu a drunken fit, drowned himself in 
the river. This broke the widows heart 
and she died of grief. Then the rich 
man's sou became a drunkard iind blew 
his brains out on the banks of the river 
where the widows son had drowned him- 
self. And this broke the rich man's 
heart 
and 
he 
died 
of 
grief. 


To-day they all lie in the same 'grave- 
yard illustrating my text, "Whatsoever 
a man sows that shall he also reap/ 
You may say because God does not pun 
isb you to-night Ho will not punish you 
at all, but you can't cover up yonr sins. 
Burn this into your hearts: You can't 
cover up your sins — you flan't cover up 
your sins. There is one text of scripture 
that I would like to see hung up in full 
sight in every counting room, in every 
shop, in every store, in every oflice. 
That text is: "Your sins will find you 
out." March lip and down the world as 
you will, go here and go there, but your 
soul can't get rid of the sins you have 
committed.

yon lilio a whip through all life and eter- 
nity. Man always reaped more than lie 
sowed.. Jacob mourned tweuty years 
for Joseph. 
Ho spout twenty years of 


misery, brought upon him by tho sumo 
deceit ho lised with his father. Look at 
Jacob's misery, his agony, his tears, his 
broken heart and who will say that he 
didn't reap far more sorrow than hoover 
sowed. 


There is ft man in the Ohio peniten- 


tiary who hns been there tlurty-foni 
years. He owned a large farm where 
tho city of Cleveland now stands. 
A 


railroad came through and the survey 
took it through his farm. 
He opposed 


it by long law suits, bnt was defeated. 
The roud was bnilt on his fnrm. 
One 


night lie slipped out of his house aud 
placed on obstruction on tlio track and a 


train was wrecked. 
He was convicted 


of his crime aud sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life. 
Cleveland grew to be u 


city of 200,000 inhabitants and his laud 
increased iu value until to-davheis worth 
millions. But his money is worthless to 
him. 
.He is a criminal and will 


die behind the bars. Only a little ob- 
struction on the railroad track that it 
didn't take long to place there bnt it took 
long to repeut I remember when mak- 
ing remarks similar to these in a city a 
man came to me after the meeting and 
said, "it is all true." He Baidfour years 
before he held a high position, but one 
Ilight when drunk he committed a crime 
in the office where he was employed and 
was detected and seut to prison for four 
years. He had just got out aud was be- 
wailing his fate. He said his friends 
passed him with averted faces and every- 
body looked upon him with dfctrust. He 
was a marked man for the rest of his 
days. Only a little sin committed in a 
brief time, but it takes a lifetime to re- 
pent.

Yonr daughter will hang her head iu 
ihame and your eon will lose his man- 
iiood and become reckless or leave 
yon. No man becomes a drunkard at 
ince.

If yon could reap the 
results o' your own harvest it would not 
iw so bad, but the innocent have to suf- 
fer with the guilty, bnt you make your 
wives, and mothers, and fathers, and 
children sutler with yon. 
The broken 
learted wife who keeps lonely vigil in 
h the midnight hours, waiting for the 
drunken husband to come staggering in 
suffers more than does he. 
The gray 


laired mother feels the shame of i her 
Ironken son more than the son himself. 
The children 
realize the drunkard's 


degradation all throngh their lives. 


A man in France invented a new in- 


strument of torture, which he presented 
» the king for approbation. 
It was an 


iron cage in which the victim could not 
itaud np erect, or lie down, or sit down. 
The inventor was the first man to offend 
he king, and lie was put iu the cage of 
iis own invention and kept there until 
death released him. 
Take np the daily 


aapen and yon will read accounts every 
lav which prove the truth of my text. 
Gobi thought it safe to kill Abel because 
'here were uo policemen around to arrest 
bim, bnt there was a God of vengeance 
and Cain felt bis wrath. Be sure that 
our sins will fiud us out some time. 


Ignorance of the kiud sowed makes no 


duTerenoe. Because I sow wheat I 
musu't expect oato. What do yon thiuk 
of a former who would sow one kind of a 
seed aud expect another kind to grow.
